any return now to the situation of 
having a proxy governor such as we 
once had. 
Any situation is radically 
wrong which permits a m an to oc­ 
cupy the governor’s chair which be­ 
longs to his wife, and w ith one hand 
direct affairs of state in his wife’s 
name, and w ith the other hand re­ 
ceive fees and salaries from indivi­ 
duals and special interests that are 
in a position to be asking favors at 
tho bands of the government. 
It is 
an outstanding blemish on the fair 
name of a state that a m an can, sim­ 
ultaneously w ith the election of his 
wife to the governorship, assume the 
salaried position of general counsel 
and advisor of four railroads 
and 
other large corporations of the state 
— and 
that when 
he was never a 
practicing lawyer. 


It is also a sad commentary that 
such a man can go fu rth e r and have 
his wife appoint a highway commis­ 
sion membership of such caste th a t 
he can openly sit with them in their 
hearings and dominate their actions
